Claims 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 18-21, the phrase "like" renders the claim(s) indefinite because 
the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "like"), 
thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Also in these claims there is lack of antecedent basis for "the bottle-like opening 
region". 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 10-21 and 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Japanese Patent 60-262710. 
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The Japanese patent shows spacings and diameters for rollers which support 
cylindrical objects sized so as to provide angular positions of the containers relative to a 
plane which contains the axes of the shafts. The rollers rotate the shown containers. 

Re claim 1 1 , the shafts could be inclined without any effect on how they perform. 
Re claims 12 and 13, shown is a worm gear on at least one of the shafts for controlling 
the spacing of the containers. 

Re claims 14-17, Figures 3 and 4 teach spacing the rollers dependent of the size of 
the containers to be transported. 

Re claims 18-21, the shape of the containers is taken into account. 

Re claims 25-27, the containers are fillable. 

Re claim 28, shown is a closed treatment chamber 1 . 

Claims 22-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
